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HlSTOllY. 


March  3, 1S30.  A  few  individuals  connoctod  with  tiio  Cliurch 
in  Woburn  Centre,  met  to  consider  the  expediency  of  forming  a 
Congregational  Church  in  South  Wopurv.  AWer  discus- 
sion, it  wad  "  Voted,  to  request  tlio  Church  Avith  which  we  arc 
connected  to  lake  this  subject  into  consideration."  A  Committee 
w;aa  appointed  to  dratl;  a  petition  and  report  the  same  at  a  subse-* 
quent  meeting. 

March  10,  The  petition  was  laid  before  the  meeting. 

It  was  accepted  and  signed  by  twenty-one  male  members  of  the 
Church.  Tliis  petition  was  read  before  the  Church,  ^^a^ch  21, 
1839  ;  and  a  second  petition,  more  detinite  than  the  first,  was 
submitted  March  *28,  L^3D.  The  subject  was  discussed  at  these 
public  meetings,  and  in  private  conversation,  until  April  11,  ISIO, 
when  it  wag  again  brought  before  the  Church. 

May  12,  Ir  lO.  The  inhabitants  of  vSouth  Woburn,  fooling 
the  need  of  another  house  of  Public  W(^rship,  to  accommodate 
the  rapidly  increasinij  population  of  the  town,  held  a  meeting, 
and  "To/f^/,  that  the  cause  of  Christ,  in  tins  place,  demands  the 
formation  of  a  new  Evangelical  Religious  Society ;  and  that  it 
be  called  the  South  Woburn  Congregational  Society." 

June  1,  1840.  The  Parish  was  organized.  The  fifth  article 
of  the  By-Laws  is  as  follows  : — In  the  choice  of  a  Minister,  the 
Church  connected  witJi  tiiis  Society  shall  in  all  cases  have  the 
nght  of  nomination,  and  a  call  shall  be  given  only  by  a  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  (,^hurch  and  Society." 

OcToflER  11,  1*10.  A  meeting  of  those  wishinor  to  orrranizc 
a  new  Church  was  held  in  the  Vestry  of  the  Meeting-llouse.  A 
Committee  was  aj)p(iinted  to  pre{)nre  a  letter  requesting  a  dismis- 
''ion  from  the  Church  in  Woburn  Centre.  It  wa^i  signed  by  101 
niombers. 
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November  1j,  IHIO.  The  le  tter  of  dismission  hfivini:^  boon 
received,  Articles  of  Faitli  and  a  Covenant  wore  prepared  and 
adopted.  At  a  svil)sequ(»nt  nieelin«r,  measures  were  taken  to  call 
an  EcclesiasticMl  Council,  accordinix  to  Cono"re;rational  usan-e. 

Nov  EMU KR  J*),  LS  IO.  'i'lio  Council  met.  It  was  composed  of 
the  followinjjr  members: — From  tiie  Clmrch  in  South  Readin2f, 
Rev.  Reuben  Emerson,  Pastor ;  Deacon  A.  Bryant,  Deleirate. 
From  the  Church  in  Tewksbury,  Rev.  J.  Co^rj^an,  Pastor.  From 
the  VVinthrop  Church  in  Charlestown,  Rev.  i).  Crosby,  Pastor  ; 
Deacon  U.  ^laiminir,  Delegate.  From  the  Second  Confrre^a- 
tional  Church  in  Modford,  Rev.  A.  R.  Baker,  Pastor  ;  JJrotlier  T. 
Magoun,  Dele<^ate.  From  the  Church  in  Woburn  Centre,  Rev. 
J.  Bennett,  Pastor,  and  Deacon  Thompson,  Dpleirate.  Tliis 
Council  iiavinor  voted  that  the  proceedincrs  of  the  Brethren  with 
reference  to  the  orp^anization  of  a  new  Church,  were  satisfactory, 
proceeded  to  perform  the  public  services  in  the  Vestry  of  the 
new  Churcli.  They  were  as  follows : — Introductory  Prayer  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Dennis ;  Consecratiufr  Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  Cojrjrin ; 
Charge  to  the  Church  by  Rev.  R.  Emerson  ;  Riirht-IIand  of  Fel- 
lowship by  Rev.  A.  R.  Baker ;  Concludimr  Prayer  by  Rev.  J. 
Bennett.  In  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  Moderator 
was  assisted  by  Rev.  E.  Cleaveland.  The  Benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  Rev.  James  Boutwell. 

The  House  of  Worship  was  commenced  July  "20,  1840.  It 
was  dedicated  to  the  service  of  God — the  Father,  Son  and  Holy- 
Ghost — on  December  30,  I^^IO.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by 
Rev.  Daniel  Crosby,  of  Charlestown. 

The  House  was  enlar^^ed,  and  thoroughly  rcpairetl  during  the 
summer  of  1^  [\K 

Rev.  George  P.  Smith  was  ordained  first  Pastor  of  the 
Church,  Jum^  17,  IHll.  The  ser\'ices  on  the  occasion  were  as 
follows: — Inv()catit>ri  and  Readins^  the  Scriptures  by  Rev.  T.  P. 
Field,  of  Daiivers ;  Introductory  Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  Emerson,  of 
South  Reading;  Sennon  by  R^v.  Xehemiah  Adams,  of  Boston; 
Ordaining  Prayer  by  Rev.  Joel  Mann,  of  Salem ;  Charge  to  the 
Pastor,  by  Rev.  J.  II.  Towne,  of  Boston;  Address  to  tlie  People, 
by  Rev.  J.  Bennett,  of  Woburn;  Fellow^jhip  of  the  Churches,  by 
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Rev.  A.  R.  Baker,  of  >re(]for(l;  Concludingf  Prayer  by  Rev.  \V. 
I.  Biiilinirton,  of  C'liarlestown. 

Rev.  Gf.okge  P.  Smith  wns  dismissed,  March  11,  18  J5. 

Rev.  William  T.  Elstis,  Jr.,  was  ordained  Pastor,  April  8, 
184().    lie  was  dismissed  January 'J7,  I'^IH. 

Rev.  John  M.  Steklf  was  ordained  l*ast(^r,  Au2;iist  10,  1848. 

October  %  1850.  It  was  voted  that  the  name  of  the  Church 
be  changed  to  the  Winchester  Congregational  Chlrcu, 


STAXDIXG  RULES. 


1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Church  shall  be  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  when  the  following  officers  shall  be  chosen : 

2.  A  Clerk,  who  shall  keep  the  Record ; 

3.  A  Treasurer,  who  shall  have  charfrc  of  all  moneys  and 
property  belonfring  to  the  Church,  fie  shall  make  a  report  at  the 
Annual  Meeting-. 

4.  An  Examining  Committee,  of  whom  the  Pastor  and  Dea- 
cons shall  Constitute  a  part.  They  shall  examine  all  applicants 
for  admission  to  the  Church.  Candidates  by  profession  shall  be 
examined  in  the  presence  of  the  Church ;  those  by  letter,  by  one 
or  more  of  the  Committee,  privately. 

5.  Candidates  for  admission  shall  be  propounded  to  the  Church, 
tind  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  cong-rc^jation,  at  least  two  weeks 
previous  to  their  admission. 

Admissions  to  tlie  Church  shall  be  made  after  the  smging 
of  the  fiTi^t  hynm  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Communion. 

7.  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  celebrated  once  in  two  months  : 
on  the  afternoons  of  tiie  first  Sabbaths  in  January,  March,  May, 
July,  September,  and  November. 

8.  Members  of  this  Church  who  remove  from  town  arc  ex- 
pected to  dissolve  tlieir  connection  with  this  Church,  and  unite 
with  some  Churcli  in  or  near  the  [)lace  where  they  reside,  within 
one  year  from  tlic  time  of  their  removal,  unless  they  shall  give 
satisfactory  reasons  tor  delay. 

9.  Members  of  other  Churches  who  may  wish  to  commune 
witli  this  Church  for  more  than  one  year,  are  expected  to  reriuest 
a  removal  of  their  relation  to  us,  unless  tliey  shall  give  satisfac- 
tory reasons  to  tlie  ExamnunLT  Counuittee  for  delay. 

10.  It  is  the  duty  of  die  members  to  attend  such  stated  meet- 
ings as  are  appointed  by  vote  of  the  Church,  unless  providentially 
prevented. 
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11.  Any  Member  havinjj  cause  of  complaint  a LT'iinst  another, 
shall  proceed  as  directed  in  ^Iatthe\v,  Idtli  clia[)ter,  15tl],  IGth 
and  17th  verges. 

12.  This  Church  considers  immoral  conduct,  breach  of  express 
covenant  vows,  nofriect  of  acknowjtMl^^ed  reliLnous  or  relative 
duties,  and  avowed  disbelief  of  the  Articles  of  Faith  assented 
to  by  the  Members,  as  otfences  subject  to  the  censure  of  the 
Church. 

13.  The  cen.-urcs  inflicted  on  offenders  are  private  reproof, 
public  admonition,  or  excommunication,  accordinij  to  the  aggra- 
vation of  the  o  tie  nee. 

14.  The  members  of  this  Church  are  required  to  abstain  from 
the  use  of,  and  the  traffic  in,  ardent  sjnriiSj  except  so  far  as  they 
may  be  necessary  for  medical  purposes.

ADDRESS. 

Beloved  Friends  : — You  liave  now  presented  yourselves 
before  God  and  his  people,  and  before  the  ^^c^!d,  to  make  a 
solemn  piofe^sion  of  your  reli^rious  faith,  and  to  take  upon  you 
tlie  bonds  of  the  everlastintr  Covenant.  We  trust  you  have  well 
considered  the  nature  of  this  transaction,  (the  most  solemn  and 
momentous  in  which  a  mortal  can  ever  enjrage,)  and  that  you  are 
prepared  by  divine  g^race  to  give  yourselves  away,  a  livinjr  sacri- 
fice, holy  and  acceptable  to  God,  through  Jesus  Christ.  Havinjr 
examined  and  assented  to  the  Articles  of  Faith  adopted  by  this 
Church,  you  will  now  profess  the  same  before  these  witnesses. 

CONFESSION  OF  FAITH. 

1.  You  believe,  that  there  is  but  one  God,  the  Creator,  Pre- 
server, and  floral  Governor  of  the  Universe  ;  a  BeinLT  of  intinite 
power,  knowledf^e,  wisdom,  justice,  nroodness,  and  truth  ;  the  self- 
existent,  independent  and  immutable  Fountain  of  good. 

2.  You  believe,  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment were  nfiven  by  inspiration  of  God  ;  that  they  are  prolitable 
for  correction,  I'or  n^proof,  and  for  instruction  in  righteousness, 
and  th.it  tliry  are  our  only  rule  of  doctrinal  belief  and  religious 
practice. 

3.  You  believe,  tliat  in  the  Godhead  there  are  three  persons, 
the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  and  that  these  three  arc  one 
God,  tlie  same  in  substance,  equal  in  power  and  glory. 

4.  You  believe,  that  God  has  made  all  thin<rs  for  himself,  that 
he  governs  ali  tilings  according  to  the  counsel  of  his  own  will, 
and  tliat  the  laws  of  his  government  are  holy,  just,  and  good. 
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5.  You  bolicvo,  thnt  God  at  first  croatod  man  in  his  own  ima^ro, 
in  a  state  of  rectitiulo  and  holiness,  and  that  he  toll  from  that 
state  by  tran^ LTossing  tfic  divine  command  in  eatinf^  the  forbidden 
fruit. 

6.  You  believe,  that  in  conse(iuence  of  the  first  apostacy,  the 
heart. of  man  in  his  natural  state  is  destitute  of  holiness,  and  m  a 
state  of  positive  disatiection  with  the  law,  character,  and  rrovern- 
ment  of  God,  and  that  all  men,  previous  to  rej^^^neration,  are  dead 
in  trespasses  and  sins. 

7.  You  believe,  that  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  has,  by  his  obe- 
dience, 3ufferini:s,  and  death,  made  an  atonement  for  sin ;  tliat  he 
is  the  only  Redeemer  of  sinners,  and  that  those  who  are  saved 
will  be  altof^ether  indebted  to  the  grace  and  mercy  of  God  for 
their  salvation. 

8.  You  believe,  that  althourrh  the  invitation  of  the  jrospel  is 
such,  that  whosoever  will,  may  come  and  take  of  the  water  of 
life  freely  ;  yet  the  depravity  of  the  human  heart  is  such,  that  no 
man  will  come  to  Christ  except  the  Father,  by  the  special  and 
efficacious  influences  of  his  Spirit,  draw  iiim. 

9.  You  believe,  that  mankind  do  of  their  own  accord  refuse  to 
comply  with  these  conditions  to  the  agf^ravation  of  their  guilt  and 
condemnation  ;  but  that  God,  notwitlistandinnr  he  perceived  how 
mankind  would  treat  the  gospel  of  his  Son,  did  always  purpose 
to  save  from  de.-erved  ruin  great  multitudes  of  the  hiunan  race, 
through  sanctitication  of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  trutlu 

10.  You  believe,  that  those  who  cordially  embrace  Christ  will 
be  kept  by  the  mighty  power  of  God,  through  faith  unto  salvation. 

11.  You  believe,  that  there  will  be  a  general  resurrection  of 
the  bodies,  botli  of  the  just  and  unjust ;  that  all  mankind  must 
one  day  stand  before  the  judgment  scat  of  Christ,  to  receive  the 
just  and  final  sentence  of  retribution,  according  to  the  deeds 
done  in  the  body  ;  that,  at  the  day  of  judgment,  the  state  of  all 
will  be  unalterably  fixed;  and  that  the  punishment  of  the  wicked, 
and  the  happiness  of  the  righteous  will  be  endless. 
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12.  You  believe,  that  the  sncraments  of  the  New  Tostanient 
are  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper;  that  heiirvrrs  in  reuuiar 
church  standiuix  only,  can  consistently  partake  of  the  Lord's 
Supper;  and  that  these  ordinances  are  to  be  observed  in  the 
Church  to  tlie  end  of  the  world. 

All  these  thini^s  you  profess  and  cordially  believe. 

[Here  those  who  have  not  been  baptized,  receive  the  ordinance  of  Bap- 
tism.] 

You  will  now  enter  into  solemn  covenant  with  God  and  with 
tliis  church. 

COVENANT. 

Admiring  the  grace  of  God  in  providing*  a  Saviour  for  lost 
men,  you,  who  now  present  yourselves  for  admission  to  this 
Church,  acknowledge  with  gratitude,  your  interest  in  the  gospel 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  this  assembly,  you  do  now 
solemnly  avouch  the  Lord  Jehovah, — Fatiier,  Son,  and  Hc»ly 
Spirit, — to  be  your  God,  the  object  of  your  supreme  affection, 
and  tlie  source  of  all  your  strength  and  comfort. 

You  do  cordially  devote  to  God  both  yourselves  and  yours, 
according  to  the  covenant  of  g'race  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Clirist, 
promising  to  make  tlie  Scriptures  of  tlie  Old  and  New  Testt- 
ment:3  tlie  rule  of  your  faith  and  practice.  You  acknowledire  die 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  his  mediatorial  offices— as  Pro])het,  Priest, 
and  King — to  be  your  only  Saviour,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be 
your  Sanctifier,  Leader  and  Comforter.  Vou  promise,  tliat  by  tlie 
help  of  CJud,  you  will  walk  before  him  in  righteousness  and  holi- 
ness, giving  diligent  attendance  to  iiis  word  and  ordinances,  and 
seeking  for  the  honor  and  interest  of  his  kingdom. 

You  do  also  put  yourselves  under  the  watch  and  care  of  this 
Church,  and  the  LTovernment  of  Christ  herein,  eniraginir  to  strive 
earnestly  for  its  peace,  edification,  and  purity,  conducting  towarii 
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all  its  members  with  faithfulness,  circumspection,  meekness,  and 
sobriety. 

Do  you  thus  profess  and  covenant  witli  this  Church  ? 

[The  Members  of  the  Church  are  requested  to  rise.] 

In  the  name  of  this  Church,  and  on  their  behalf,  I  now  wel- 
come you  to  our  sacred  fellowship  and  coumiunion,  en^a;xiiiL'', 
through  Christ's  assistance,  tliat  we  will  watch  over  you,  teach- 
ing", admonishinir  and  reproving,  or  encoura^'incr  and  comforting", 
as  the  rules  of  the  Gospel  enjoin  on  this  solemn  relation. 

And  now,  beloved  in  the  Lord,  let  it  be  impressed  on  your 
minds,  that  the  covenant  which  you  make  this  day,  is  with  God 
and  with  his  people.  These  vows  will  abide  with  you  in  time 
and  in  eternity.  Your  covenant  is  an  everiastingr  covenant,  never 
to  be  fororotten.  Remember,  that  hereafter,  the  eyes  of  the 
world  will  be  upon  you  ;  as  you  demean  yourselves,  so  reliirion 
will  be  honored  or  dishonored.  If  vou  walk  worthily,  you  will 
be  a  comfort  to  the  Church  ;  but  if  otherwise,  it  will  be  an  occa- 
sion of  <rrief  and  reproach.  But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded 
better  things  of  you,  and  things  that  accompany  salvation,  though 
we  thus  speak. 

May  the  Lord  guide  and  prrservc  you  till  death,  and  at  last 
receive  both  you  and  us  to  that  blessed  world  where  our  love  aud 
joy  will  be  forever  perfect.

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HISTORICAL  STATEMENT. 


THE  cuuucn. 

TuE  Congregational  Churuli  in  Winchester  was  organized 
November  lOtli,  l^lO.  It  Lon<i>tcJ  originally  oi*  one  liun- 
JreJ  and  two  members,  tiie  greater  part  of  whom  were  from 
the  First  Church  in  Yv'oburn. 

The  Couneil  eallcd  to  advise  and  assist  ia  the  organization 
of  the  ehureh  was  composed  of  the  following  members  : — 
From  the  church  in  South  Heading,  ilcv.  licuben  Eniei'son, 
Pastor  ;  Deacon  A.  Lryant,  Delegate.  From  the  church 
in  Tewksbury,  Ilcv.  J.  Coggiu,  Faster.  From  the  Wiu- 
throp  Church,  Cliarlestown,  Ficv.  D.  Crosby,  Faster  ;  Dea- 
con U.  Manning,  Delegate.  From  thu  First  Church  in 
Woburn,  He V.  J.  Dennett,  Pastor ;  Deacon  C.  Thompson, 
Delegate.  From  the  Second  Church  in  Medford,  Ptcv^  A. 
H.  Baker,  l^astur  ;  Brother  T.  Maguun,  Delegate. 

Previous  to  the  calling  of  the  Council,  meetings  had  been 

held  from  time  to  time  by  the  brethren  and  sistei*s  who 

proposed  to  unite  in  forming  the  new  church.    Letters  of 

dismi:ssion  and  reconimcndaiion  had  been  obtained  by  them, 

and  Articles  of  Faith  and  a  Form  of  Covenant  prepared 

and  adopted.

These  proceedings  were  voted  regular  and  satiijluctory  by 
the  Council,  who  proceeded  to  the  organization  and  recog- 
nition of  the  church.  The  services  of  the  occasion  were  as 
follows  : — Invocation,  llcv.  Mr.  Dennis  ;  Prayer  of  Conse- 
cration, llev.  J.  Coggin ;  Charge,  llcv.  11.  Euiersou  ; 
Concluding  Prayer,  llev.  J.  Bennett.  The  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  was  then  adinini.^tfrcd  l>y  the  31udcrat(jr, 
Rev.  R.  Emerson,  assisted  ])y  He  v.  E.  Cleavcland  and  llcv. 
J.  Lcnnett.  The  Lenediction  was  pronounced  hj  llcv. 
James  Boutwell. 

THE  PARISH. 

The  Congregational  Parish  in  Winchester  was  orpinized 
June  1st,  1840.  By-Laws  were  subser|uenily  adopted,  the 
fifth  article  of  which  is  as  follows  : 

Articlk  Fifth.  In  the  ch-Zice  of  a  minister,  the  Church 
connected  with  this  society  shall  in  all  casL-s  have  the  rigiit 
of  nomination  ;  and  a  call  shall  be  given  only  by  a  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  church  and  society. 

HOUSE  OF  wor.^^Il^ 

The  Corncr-Stone  of  the  first  houiC  of  worsidp  wai3  laid, 
with  appropriate  ceremonies,  July  27th,  1^S40.  It  was 
completed  and  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God, 
DeccmVK}r  30th,  IS  10.  The  ^^c^mon  on  this  occasion  was 
preached  by  llcv.  D.  Crosby,  of  Charlestown. 

During  the  summer  of  l>i'.>,  the  house  was  enlarged  and 
thoroughly  repaired.  A  new  and  valuable  organ  was  [-laced 
in  the  church  by  subocrI[liua  early  iu  the  winter  of  ltO--J . 
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On  the  morning  of  Mareli  liOth,  l^olj,  the  house,  orgcin, 
&c.,  were  destroyed  l»v  tire,  through  some  defect  in  the  Hue. 

The  Corner-Stone  of  the  present  house  was  hiid  September 
5th,  1853.  It  was  dedicated  October  11th,  1S54.  Sermon 
by  the  Pastor.

Itev.  George  P.  Smith,  tlic  first  Pastor  of  tlie  eliureh, 
was  ordained  June  17ih,  1^:41.  The  exercises  on  the  occa- 
sion  were  as  follows : — Invocation  and  Heading  of  the 
Scriptures  by  Pov.

J.  iMann,  Sa- 
lem ;  Charge  to  the  Pastor  by  llev.  J.  II.  Towne,  Poston  ; 
Fellowship  of  the  Churches  by  llev.  A.  P.  Paker,  Bedford; 
Address  to  the  Peoj^le  b}^  Pev.  J.  Bennett,  Woburn  ;  Con- 
cluding Prayer  by  Pev.  I.  Pudington,  Charlestown  ; 
Benediction  by  the  Pastor.  Pev.  Tdr.  Smith  was  dismissed 
March  11th,  IS  15. 

Pev.  William  T.  Pu-tis,  Jr.,  was  onhiined  Pastor  of  the 
church,  April  bth,  IS  16.  The  sermon  on  this  occasion  was 
by  Pev.  P.  S.  Storrs,  D.  D.,  Braintree.  Pev.  Mr.  Pu^tis 
was  dismissed,  January  liTth,  ISIS. 

Rev.  John  M.  Steele  was  ordained  Pastor,  August  lOth, 
1818.  The  sermon  was  by  Rev.  N.  Lord,  D.  D.,  Dart- 
mouth College,  ILinovor,  N.  II.  Rev.  Mr.  Steele  was  dis- 
missed, Februiiry  II ih,  1^52. 

Rev.  R.  T.  Poliiiion,  the  present  Pastor,  was  ordained, 
October  -7th,  1^.JL^    Sermon  by  Pcv.  P.  jN'.  Kirk,  Pultun. 
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Dt'ACONS. 

Niithan  E.  Johnson,  J]ci5j:unia  F.  TiionipsoD,  and  M?.t- 
shall  Wymaa  were  clio^cu  Deacons,  Docembcr  olst,  lb  10. 
Thcj  continued  in  oilico  until  i'V'ljruury  l>tb,  1^^52,  when 
they  resigned. 

April  bth,  it  was  voted  to  choose  two  new  deacons, 

auJ  Charles  W.  Wilder  and  Zohadiah  Ablx)t  were  chosen. 
Deacon  Wilder,  being  about  to  leave  town,  tendered  his 
resignation,  February  lljth,  !>')  [. 

March  Ibt,  l^j-l,  tliice  new  deacons  were  ciio^H^n  : — 
Joseph  IIusc,  Luther  Ftichardsun,  and  Oliver  11.  Chirk, 
who  with  Zcbadiah  Abbot  couitilutc  the  [»rcscnt  board. 


BY-LAWS. 


1.  The  permanent  ofiicers  oF  tlic  church  arc  the  l\'istor, 
or  Pastors,  and  Deacons. 

2.  To  the  Pastor  pertains  the  olTiee  of  Moderator  at  all 
meetings  of  the  church,  except  when  his  own  case  shall  be 
under  consideration.  In  the  absence  of  the  Pastor,  the 
Deacons  shall  preside  in  rotation.  They  shall  also  assist  in 
the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  shall  distribute  the 
alma  of  the  church,  and  aid  the  Pustor  generally  in  the 
oversight  of  the  fleck. 

3.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  church  for 
business  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
at  which  time  a  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Examining  Cumniit- 
tee,  consisting  of  six,  (including  the  Pastor  and  Deacons,) 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  church,  em- 
bracing all  items  of  business,  the  admission  of  members  by 
letter  or  profession,  baptisms,  marriages,  deaths,  and  shall 
read  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  and 
property  belonging  to  the  church,  excepting  the  communion 
service  (which  shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  Deacons,)  and 
shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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6.  The  Examining  Comniittcc  .^luill  onaniinc  all  uiridi- 
(lates  for  admission  to  the  ehuroh,  and  pre.-cnt  the  names  of 
such  as  they  approve.  Candidates  for  admission  by  letter 
shall  be  examined  by  one  or  more  of  the  eommittcc  pri- 
vately. Notice  of  nicLliiiirs  fjr  tiic  examination  of  candi- 
dates to  be  given  from  the  pulpit. 

7.  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  church,  approved  by 
the  Examining  Coumiittce,  shall  be  projoundud  to  the 
church  at  least  four  weeks  previous  to  their  admis-ion  ;  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  publicly  ;^iven  on  the  <ccond  Sabbath 
preceding  the  communion. 

8.  Members  of  this  church  who  remove  from  town,  are 
expected  to  take  letters  from  us  to  some  sister  church  in  or 
near  the  place  where  they  may  reside,  within  one  year  from 
the  time  of  their  removal. 

9.  Mcm])ers  of  other  churches  rc::idcnt  among  us  arc 
expected  to  transfer  their  relation  to  this  church,  within  one 
year  from  the  time  of  their  coming  into  the  [lace,  unices 
special  reasons  are  given  to  the  Examining  Committee  for 
delay. 

10.  Any  member  having  eause  of  coni[.laint  against 
another,  shall  immediately  seek  to  have  it  removed,  accord- 
ing to  the  directions  given  in  the  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  and 
seventeenth  versos  of  the  oii^htocnth  chaj'ter  of  Matthew. 

11.  This  church  considers  avowed  disbelief  of  the  Arti- 
cles of  Faith,  breach  of  covenant  vows,  neglect  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  religion,  an  unwillingness  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  gospel,  as  well  as  all  immoralities  of  conduct, 
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attendance  upon  plays,  card  or  dancinc  parties,  or  the  hav- 
ing such  entertainments  at  one's  house,  as  disciplinable 
offences. 

12.  The  mcmljcrs  of  this  church  are  rcqiiired  to  abstain 
from  the  ase  of,  and  traiUc  in,  ardent  s[)iriLs,  except  so  far 
as  the  same  may  be  used  for  medical  or  mechauic:d  purposci?. 
i  13.  The  ceusurco  of  the  church  are,  private  roprool', 
public  admonition,  and  excommunication  ;  and  in  case  of 
excommunication,  notice  shall  1x3  given  thereof  from  the 
pulpit. 

14.  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  bo  administered  to  this 
church  once  in  two  months,  commencing  with  January ;  and 
a  collection  shall  be  t^iken  for  the  poor  of  the  church,  and 
to  defray  the  expense  of  the  table,  at  the  close  of  the  service. 
A  Preparatory  Lecture  shall  be  preached  on  the  Wednesday 
evening  preceding  each  celebration  of  this  ordinance. 

15.  There  shall  be  a  weekly  meeting  of  the  church  for 
prayer  and  conference  on  Wednesday  evening,  which  mect- 

i    ingit  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members  of  the  church  statedly 
to  attend. 

16.  Business  meetings  of  the  church  may  be  called  by 
the  Pastor,  or  by  the  Clerk  on  the  written  re<(uest  of  live 
brethren,  specifying  the  bu::iness  to  be  transacted.  Notice 
of  such  meeting  to  be  given  from  the  pulpit. 

;        17.  The  time  for  the  commencement  of  public  religious 
j     services  on  the  Sabbath  shall  bo  as  follows : — In  the  morn- 
in<^.  service  to  coinmonce  at  half-past  ten  ;  in  the  afternoon, 
from  the  first  Sabbath  in  November  to  the  last  Sabbath  in 
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March,  at  two  ;  and  from  the  first  Sabhatli  in  April  to  the 
last  ia  October,  at  three. 

18.  These  By-Laws  may  bo  altered  or  n mended  at  any 
regular  meeting  ot*  the  chun-h,  provided  notice  of  sudi  alter- 
ation or  amendment  be  given  fiom  the  pul[>it  the  Sabbath 
previou:j. 


FORM  OF  ADMISSION, 


ADDRESS. 

Beloved  Fkilnds  : — You  have  now  presented  yourselves 
before  God  and  Lid  people,  and  bctbre  the  world,  to  make  a. 
solemn  profession  of  your  religious  faith,  and  to  txike  upon 
you  the  bonds  of  the  everlasting  Covenant.  AVe  trust  you 
have  wcil  considered  the  nature  of  this  transaction,  (the 
most  solemn  and  momentous  in  which  a  mortal  can  ever 
engage,)  and  that  you  arc  prepared  by  divine  grace  to  give 
yourselves  away,  a  living  sacrifice,  holy  and  acceptable  to 
God,  through  Jc<us  Christ.  Having  examined  and  assented 
to  the  Articles  of  Faith  adopted  by  this  church,  you  will 
now  profess  the  same  before  thc;-e  witnesses. 

CONFESSION  OF  FAITIL 

1.  You  believe,  that  there  is  but  one  God,  the  Creator, 
Preserver,  and  Moral  Governor  of  the  Universe  ;  a  Being 
of  infinite'  power,  knowledge,  wisdom,  justice,  goodness, 
and  truth;  the  self-existent,  independent,  and  Lmniutable 
Jehovah. 
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2.  You  believe,  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  were  given  by  inspiration  of  God  ;  that  they  arc 
proCtablo  for  correction,  for  reproof,  and  for  instruction  ii> 
righteousness  ;  and  that  they  arc  our  only  rule  of  doctrinal 
belief  and  religious  practice. 

3.  You  believe,  that  in  the  Godhead  there  are  three 
persons,  tho  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  and  that  thc.o 
three  are  one  God,  the  eamo  in  Bubatance,  cc^ual  in  power 
and  glory. 

4.  You  believe,  that  God  has  made  all  things  for  him- 
self; that  he  governs  all  things  according  to  the  counsel  of 
hia  own  will ;  and  that  tho  Iaw3  of  his  government  arc  holy> 
just,  and  good. 

5.  You  believe,  that  God  at  first  created  man  in  his  own 
image,  in  a  state  of  rectitude  and  holine-s,  and  that  he  full 
from  that  state  by  transgres;5ing  the  divine  command  in  eat- 
ing the  forbidden  fruit. 

C.  You  believe,  that  in  consequence  of  the  Crst  apostacy, 
the  heart  of  man  in  his  natural  state  is  destitute  of  holiness, 
and  in  a  state  of  positive  disallcciion  w'lih  the  law,  charac- 
ter, and  government  of  God,  and  that  all  mcn^  previous  to 
regeneration,  arc  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins. 

7.  You  believe,  that  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  h:is,  by  his 
obedience,  sufferings,  and  death,  made  an  atonement  lor 
tjin ;  that  he  is  the  only  llodecnior  of  binncrs;  and  that 
those  who  arc  saved  will  bo  altogether  indebted  to  the  gract 
and  mercy  of  God  for  theii'  salvation . 
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8.  You  believe,  that  although  the  invitation  of  the  go.^pcl 
13  such,  that  whosoever  will,  may  come  and  take  of  tlio 
water  of  llfo  freely;  yet  the  de[)ravity  of  the  human  heart 
is  such,  that  no  man  will  come  to  Christ  except  the  Father, 
by  the  special  and  clucacious  influences  of  his  Spirit,  draw 
him. 

9.  You  believe,  that  mankind  do,  of  their  own  accord, 
refuse  to  comply  with  these  conditions,  to  the  aggravation 
of  their  guilt  and  condemnation  ;  but  that  God,  notwith- 
standing he  perceived  how  mankind  would  treat  the  gospel 
of  his  Son,  did  always  purpose  to  save  from  daserved  ruin 
great  multitudes  of  the  human  race,  through  sanctiQcation 
of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth. 

10.  You  believe,  that  those  who  cordially  embrace  Chri>t 
will  be  kept  by  the  mighty  power  of  God,  through  faith 
unto  salvation. 

11.  You  believe,  that  there  will  be  a  general  resurrection 
of  the  bodies  both  of  the  just  and  unjust ;  that  all  mankind 
must  one  day  stand  before  the  judgments  eat  of  Christ,  to 
receive  the  just  and  final  sentence  of  retribution,  according 
to  the  deeds  done  in  the  body;  that,  at  the  day  of  judg- 
ment, the  state  of  all  will  be  unalterably  fixed ;  and  that 
the  puni.-hment  of  the  wicked  and  the  happiness  of  the 
righteous  will  be  endless. 

12.  You  believe,  that  the  Sacraments  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, to  the  end  of  time,  are  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Sup- 
p3r;  that  boliovors  in  regular  church  standing  only,  can 
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properly  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper ;  and  that  only  tlicy, 
and  their  hou5eholJ3,  can  consifltently  be  admitted  to  the 
ordinance  of  Laptiim. 

All  those  things  you  prorc:^.3  and  cordially  lx:liovc. 

[Here  those  ^ho  have  not  been  baptized,  receive  the  ordinance  of 
DaptLsm.} 

You  will  now  enter  into  solemn  covenant  with  God  and 
with  this  church. 

COVENANT. 

In  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  thi-  assembly,  you  do  now 
solemnly  avouch  the  Lord  Jehovah, — Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Spirit, — to  be  your  God,  the  object  of  your  t^uprcnie  aficc- 
tion,  and  the  source  of  all  your  strength  and  comfort. 

You  do  cordially  devote  to  God  both  yourselves  an  J 
yours,  according  to  the  covenant  of  grace  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  promising  to  make  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments  the  rule  of  your  faith  and  practice.  You 
acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  his  mediatorial  oOices 
— a3  Prophet,  Priest,  and  King — to  be  your  only  Saviour, 
and  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  your  Sanctificr,  Comforter,  and 
Guide.  You  promise,  that  by  the  help  of  God,  you  will 
walk  before  him  in  righteousness^  and  holiness — giving  dili- 
gent attendance  to  hLs  word  and  ordinances,  and  seeking  for 
the  honor  and  intercut  of  his  kingdom. 
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You  do  also  put  yourselves  under  the  w:itch  and  care  of 
thi3  church,  and  the  government  of  Christ  herein,  cnp^aging 
to  strive  earnestly  for  its  peace,  cdiiication,  and  purity,  con- 
ducting toward  all  its  meml>crs  with  faithfulness,  circum- 
spection, meekness,  and  sol>ricty. 

Do  you  thus  profess  and  covenant  with  this  church  ? 

[Tho  Members  of  the  Church  arc  requested  to  ri^c.] 

In  the  name  of  this  church,  and  on  their  lx:half,  I  now 
welcome  you  to  our  sacred  fellowship  and  coinniunion, 
engaging,  through  Christ's  assistance,  that  we  will  wateh 
over  you,  teaching,  admonishing,  and  reproving,  or  encour- 
aging and  comforting,  as  the  rules  of  the  Gospel  enjoin  on 
this  solemn  relation. 

And  now,  beloved  in  the  Lord,  let  it  be  impressed  on 
your  minds,  that  the  covenant  which  you  make  this  day,  is 
with  God  and  with  his  people.  These  vows  will  abide  with 
you  in  time  and  in  eternity.  Your  covenant  is  an  cverlaf^t- 
ing  covenant,  never  to  be  forgotten.  Ilemembcr,  that  here- 
after the  eyes  of  the  world  will  be  upon  you ;  as  you  demean 
yourselves,  so  religion  will  be  honored  or  dishonored.  If 
you  walk  worthily,  you  will  l>e  a  comfort  to  the  church ; 
but  if  otherwise,  it  will  be  an  occasion  of  grief  and  reproach. 
But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded  i>cttcr  things  of  you,  and 
things  that  accompany  salvation,  though  we  thus  speak. 

May  the  Lord  guide  and  preserve  you  till  death,  and  at 
last  receive  both  you  and  us  to  that  bles.^d  world  where  our 
love  and  joy  will  \}C  forever  perfected.
